WHEREAS, The land for the reservation was donated by

William Parlin Ingersoll in 1963 and officially named in his

honor upon his death in 1973; the reservation opened in

mid-June of 1965; and

WHEREAS, An estimated 40,000 Boy Scouts have taken

advantage of what the reservation has to offer since its

opening; and

WHEREAS, The reservation has received national

accreditation almost every year that it has been open; and

WHEREAS, The reservation is the primary resident camp of

the W.D. Boyce Council of the Boy Scouts of America; and

WHEREAS, Those who have been counselors at the camp have

gone on to be members of the military, police officers,

firemen, professors, clergy, civic leaders, and executives

within the Boy Scout councils and Boy Scout Camp Rangers;
